The legislature of 
1911 authorized th e norm al board 
to offer tw o years of college or u n i­ 
versity work in the various norm al 
schools. In keeping with this law', 
the hoard has decided to offer at once 
the first, or freshm an, year of th e 
college of letters and science as giv­ 
en a t th e university in each of the 
eight schools. Beginning w ith Sep­ 
tem ber, 1912, th e w'ork of the so­ 
phom ore year will be added. 
“ The first obvious advantage of 
offering two years of college work 
In th e norm al 
schools.” says the 
board, “ is th a t it will bring college 
education n ea rer to th e hom es of 
the state. Instead of one state school 
w here young men and women m ay 
begin a college course, th ere will 
now be nine— the university and the 
eight norm al schools. 
These nine 
schools will bring th e opportunity 
for higher education within a few 
h o u rs’ ride of every W isconsin home. 
Many students will now be able to 
live at hom e during half of their 
college course, and it will be possi­ 
ble for the home to retain a more 
direct supervision over th e lives of 
its young people duping the m ost 
critical period of college life.” 
The board also points to the re ­ 
duced cest of education. 
The 
ex­ 
pense of travel w’ould be reduced and 
the cost of living m ade lower. 
G raduates of the norm al 
school 
are a t present given two years’ credit 
at the university. The sam e am ount 
of credit will be given those who 
take two years of college work.
